HODGESON RECALLED. 


Lieutenant Coorunan'der Hodgeson, 


formerly navigator of Commodore 
Schley's flagshlip, the Brooklyn, con- 
tinued his testimony before the 
Schley court of inquiry today after 
some of the other witnesses of yes- 
terday hud been given $m opportunity 
to correct their testimony. 


•When the court adjouraeu 
last 


night Commander Hodgeson wis in 
the han'ds of Judge Advocate Lemley, 
whose examination of Mm partook 
very largely of the nature of a cross- 
examination. 


This was due to the fact that Mr. 


Kodgeson had been called by both 
sides of the controversy and was con- 
sidered even more ta Schley witness 
than a government witness. 


Captain Leonley and Mr. Hanna 


continued the inquiry for the govern- 
ment at the beginning of the sitting 
today, after which Mr. Raynor began 
a series of questions intended to pre- 
sent the Schley side of the conduct 
of the Brooklyn diiring not only the 
battle of July 3rd, but of the entire 
Santiago campaign.

A bishop must be elect- 
ed for the tmisisonary diocese of 
Olympia, in the state of "Washington, 
to take the pla'ce of Rev. Dr. Draker, 
who di£d recently. Rev. Dr. Clarm- 
pett is prominently mentioned fcr 
this place. A bishop must be elected 
for the tnisionary diocese of North 
Dakota, 
to take Uhe place of the 


Bigftt Rev. Dr. Edsell, now bishop 
of Minnesota, 
A clergyman elevat- 


ed to fill this bishopric will more 
than likely be chosen from the north- 
western field. 


There will al£o be a bishop pro- 


vided for Porto Rico and another 
for the Philippines, if not for both, 
probably one lor tihe new insular 
groups. 


'A bishop may also be apointed for 


Hawaii. 'And here it is believed a 
western clergyman may -be chosen, 
though the east may be the recruit- 
ing field.

-Washington, Oct. S.—LasH: advices 


from the Philippines indicate the 
military -authorities intend to take 
prompt and vigorous measures for 
the suppression of the insurrection 
in the IsTand of Samar and that at- 
tention -will be directed first to the 
summary punishment of the ''treacher- 
ous natives who took part in the mas- 
sacre of Company C, of the Ninth 
infantry, at Balangiga. 


There is, ;therefore, every prospect 


that the island of Samar will be the 
theater of active hostilities for some 
time to come, as it is the purpose of 
General Chaffee to teach, the re- 
bellious inhabitants a' lesson and 
force them to respect the power and 
sovereignty of the United States. 


•By direction of Adjutant General 


Corbiu a report has been prepared at 
the war department briefly describ- 
ing the island and its inhabitants, 
the military operations that 'already 
have taken place there for the pacifi- 
cation of the people and the establish- 
ment of good order and government. 


This report is of timely interest in 


view of the aggressive military pol- 
icy to be observed toward such of the 
natives as are disp'osed still to resist 
the authority cf the United States. 


Washington, Oct. 5.—In the last 


mail report of General Kobbe, de- 
partment commander, he says that 
upon the arrival of the Eleventh in- 
fantry from the United States, two 
companies of the First infantry in 
the Island of I/eyte will be moved to 
Samar, which island will then be oc- 
cupied by the Third squadron, Ninth 
cavalry two squadrons of the Tenth 
cavalry, the entire First infantry and 
two batallions'of the Ninth infantry. 
Samar has been added to the military 
department of the Vizcayas and the 
department commander is now there 
in person directing the operations 
against the insurgents, but no report 
of these recent operations 'has been

Mrs, Evans was seventy-six years 


of age and was a member of one of 
the most prominent of the early Port 
Wayne families. She was the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Oliver Pairfteld, 
was born March 21, 1825, at Kenne- 
bunkport, Maine, and came with her 
parents to Fort Wayne in 1835* Ten 
years after coming to this city she 
was united in marriage to Thomas 
Hanna, son of Judge Samuel Hanna, 
one of the most eminent of the early 
Fort Wayne pioneers. Her husband 
lived but about one year after the 
marriage. 


Nine years later the widow was 


married to Amos S. Evans, for many 
years a prominent Fort Wayne busi- 
ness man. 
TTpon their bridal tour 


they visited Europe and the Holy 
Land, and on their return took up 
their residence at Hillsboro, Ohio. In 
1860 Mr. and Mrs. Evans removed to 
Fort Wayne and for many years re- 
sided at 126 East Main street After 
Mr. Evans retired from business in 
this city they removed, in 1877, to 
San Jose, CaL, where ths husband 
died in 1897. 


The surviving children are Oliver 


F« Evans, John and George Evans, 
of this city, and Mrs. Ella Kalfus, 
of San Jose, with whom the mother 
had been living in a beautiful home 
there. The only otl\er immediate 
relative is a sister, Mrs. Mary King 
Jenkins, residing at 87 West Berry 
street, in this city. 


Mrs. Evans was a devoted Chris- 


tian woman of lofty character—an 
active member of the First (Presby- 
terian church and prominent in re- 
ligious work both in Fort Wayne 
and at her California home. A large 
number of old friends in Fort Wayne 
will learn of her death with sincere 
sorrow. It is expected that Oliver 
Evans will leave this afternoon to 
attend the funeral, which will be 
held at San Jose, and the remains 
will be interred there beside those of 
her husband.

He was almost dead and 


every breath sounded like the noise 
made (by pouring liquid from a bot- 
tle, and his comrade kept the flies 
from his face, that was clotted with 
blood and dirt, end waited.

sionally, <when the poor fellow would 
groan a bit louder than usual tha 
friend would change the dying man's 
position, but he held him as still as 
he could.

"I told him there was not now, but

" 'Well,* he remarked,

HIS TOENVIABLE DISTINCTION. 


General Oreste Baratieri, who died 


in the Austrian Tyrol recently, at 
the age of 60 years, achieved five 
years ago last spring the distinction 
of being the worst defeated general 
of modern times, says the New York 
Hail and Express. 
He was tho 


coramander-in-chief of the ill-fated 
Abyssinian 
expedition. 
With 
an 


army of about 44,000 men under him 
at the b3ginnlng~ of the fighting, 
Baratieri was utterly 
routed, and 


the greater part of his force killed 
or captured by the brave and mobile 
Shoans, who were fighting for their 
independence. 
He had the mlsfoi- 


tune to escape to the coast hiiuseU' 
and reached there under the imputa- 
tion of having abandoned his gen- 
erals, Albertone and Dabormida, in a 
cowardly manner. A military trib- 
unal of six generals acquitted hi:ii 
of criminal intention or penal re- 
sponsibility, but they did not ot- 
teinpt to clear him of the charge of 
tactical error* and they deplored in 
their verdict the fact that the com- 
mand of the Italian troops had been 
"confided to an incompetent leader/* 


Baratieri, a native of Austria, had 


sbcen one of Garibaldi's red-shirts, 
with Crispit and had •-. en favored by 


• the powers that were. He was brave 


•at Marsala* and if he had died at 
Adowa leading his men, as Dabor- 
mida did, he might (have saved his 
reputation, not as general, but as a 
fighter. As it was he died in d 
grace*

FOR EGG-BOUND VESSELS. 


The recent collision botwcen the 


Oceanic and the Kincora, which the 
great American liner ran down in 
thick weather, illustrates yet again 
the deep need that exists for some 
generally known means whereby one 
vessel overtaken by fog might indi- 
cate her course to ethers. 


Years ago Captain Purdy, of the 


Ocean Steamship company, provided 
a solution of the problem which, had 
it been adopted, might have saver 
scores of lives. Another and perhaps 
more promising suggestion has been 
worked out by Captain Brinkworth, 
of Gloucester, whose signal compass 
card is designed to be used in con- 
nection with the whistle siren. 


The present regulation 
signal of 


one long blast indicates in no way 
the course of the vessel blowing it, 
and it is this deficiency that the new 
compass card is intended to supply. 
A glance at the card shows that each 
point has n set of marks, 
long or 


short, attached to it, thess marks 
corresponding to long or short blasts 
made on the whistle, siren, or the 
like. 


An example may illustrate the mat- 


ter clearly: A vessel is steering west 
by north and consequently blows the 
signal on the card at we&t by north; 
the master of a vessel coming in the 
opposite direction is blowing, let us 
say* the compass 
signal 
east by 


south. 
This being so, each would 


know how the other was steering, 
and if going end on to each other 
could each carry out -the rule of the 
road for meetings end on and each 
port two points or more, as might be 
deemed necessary, thus s/teerhig clear 
of each other and avoiding collision* 


Por mariners the card is accompa- 


nied by a reference card for -use in 
connection -with the signals 
given 


from an approaching vessel.—London

equal to that of a floor thirty-two 
feet squzre), through which poison- 
ous waste matters pass from the 
blood into tfce air, and through 
which the life giving oxygen is nb- 
sorbsd by 
the blood. 
When 
the 


rmokc is taken 
into 
the lungs, 


either in purposely 'Muling* the 
cigarette or in merely breathing in 
a smoke laden atmosphere, the poi- 
sonous matters in the tobacco arc 
absorbed into the body through the 
lung's. At tha came tim» the carbon 
in the tobacco smoke adheres to this 
delicate- surface, and obstructs tlie 
passag-o of 
the carbonic acid gas 


from the lung's, as well as the pas- 
sage of the oxygen into the blood. 
It is the retention of those poisons 
made by the body and the introduc- 
tion of the tobacco poisons through 
th? lungs that are mainly responsi- 
ble for the evil effects of the pr'ac- 
ticc.

chon throw up hia hands, showing he 
was unarmed. 


At this instant Morehon's captain 


sprang from the thicket, and the Ton- 
federate, thinking the boy \va : v.-eapon- 
less, immediately covered the Federal 
otlieor. but ay he made the wovt'iwnt 
Merchou drew a revolver1 from his hip 
pocket and jrot the drop on the colonel. 


It was a dramatic tableau, aud the 


boys in blue, who at that moment 
swung into line, rolled on the ground 
and kicked up their hoels in an ecstasy 
of delight as the youthful trumpeter 
ordered the gray headed o!!ir?er to sur- 
render. 
The crest fallen southerner 


obeyed, and the captain ordered him 
taken to the rear. The charge was 
continued and the battery captured, a 
lieutenant colonel, a major nnd the 
colonel being taken prisoners. 


Hut Merchon received injuries that

Of the twelve lessons for the fourth 


quarter of this year, vrhlch -we now 
begin, the first five are biographic of 
Joseph, the son of Israel's "old age 
by hi£ cherished wife, Rachel." There 
being so many lessons on this one 
subject, a true method of teaching 
will be to take the caption topic of 
each and stick to that as a text. So 
treating the matter, our present 
study 
will pivot upon tho word 


'envy." 
It is the key word in our 


golden texts (Acts vii., 9) "the patri- 
archs, moved with envy, sold Joseph 
into Egypt, but God was with him," 


"In Joseph we meet a 'type of char* 


acter rare in any race, aud which, 
though occasionally reproduced in 
Jewish history, we should certainly 
not have expected to meet with atvso 
early a period."—Marcus Dods. 


To compass the facts of the case 


and from them learn practical les- 
sons, wo will examine the inspiration 
of the envy of Joseph's brethren, tho 
intensity of their envy and the out- 
come of it all. 


CAtTSE OB THE ENVY. 


The inspiration of the envy of Jo- 
:eph's brethren started in that native 
selfishness 
which breeds envy 
in 


every—I was ready to write it every 
man. 
But that^might be understood 


to except woman, with faithfulness 
to facts quite forbids. 
To confine it 


to human creatures would be to come 
short of the whole truth. 
Por who 


has not known of envy in animalsP 
You have a house dog or pet cat to 
which you give fondling care. Then 
let -a neighbor come in with either a 
cat or u dog, and if you show decent 
courtesy to tha visitor—well you 
know the effect it will have on your 
own envious animal. 
We had a 


much cared for cat whose lounging 
place during the day was at the foot 
of its mistress' bed* By and by there 
was a baby voice in the bed and much 
fuss over the newcomer. With man- 
ifest unhappiness the envious feline 
forsook the room and the houso to re- 
turn no more. 
She was overcome 


with envious dislike of the infant. 


What is envy? Is it not the mean- 


ness of sentient nature in its mean- 
est expression? 
The books define it 


as pain, uneasiness, discontent, ex- 
cited (by the sight of another's su- 
periority or success, accompanied 
with some degree of hatred or 
malignity, and often, even usually, 
with a desire -to depreciate the envied 
other person. 
In the present in- 


stance of Israel's family, Joseph's 
brethren were "moved with envy" 
because Father Jacob showed an 
aged parent's naturally special fond- 
ness for a "child of his old age." 
First born and late born children for 
reasons beyond the ken of mortals 
generally hold chief place in parental 
preference, just because the first born 
and tho baby are in such order. 


SHOWS FAVORS TO JOSEPH. 
But in the present case Joseph's 


father had an eye, an eagle's pene- 
trating eye. 
The 
eagle sees far 


through the air; Jacob perceived afar 
the stuff of character that was latent 
in 'this choice son. 
And so he made 


the iad (Genesis xxxvii., 3) "a coat 
cf many colors," a garment made of 
strips of different colored cloth. 
Roman youths of a later age wore 
such a particolored garment until the 
age of seventeen, and after that one 
entirely white. 
It was clothing in- 


dicative of distinction. And (xxxvii., 
4) by it these brethren saw that Ja- 
cob loved Joseph more than he did 
them, and so "they hated him." 


It was not a question with them 


whether Joseph was fit to fill a first 
place better than his brethren could. 
Envy never respects merit; indeed, it 
has no eyes to see merit in others. 
See the illuminating illustration of 
this in the (I. Samuel, xviii., 1-9) 
story of Saul and David. 
David, a 


bit of a shepherd boy, had slain Agag 
(I. Samuel, xvii.f 40-49), who had 
defied and'terrified all the army of 
Israel. 
After his brilliant victory 


over this great giant* David captured 
not only tho love of the heart of King 
Saul, but the (I. Samuel, xviii., 6) 
applause and praise of the people, as 
well he might. 


But there was one—that was King 


Saul, who was not 
pleased—for 


"Saul was very wroth" when the 
people lauded David's valor and vic- 
tory. 
That was envy in Saul, occa- 


sioned by the young shepherd captur- 
ing the people. 
Saul could no longer 


take pleasure in David's harp or 
David's presence. 
And hence the 


extreme change of treatment he ex- 
tended to David. 
At first (I.Samuel 


18-20) he would let David "go no 
moro to his father's house," but kept 
him at court with all honor attend- 
ing. 
But no sooner had public pop- 


ularity come to the young min than 
the monarch "eyed David from that 
day forward," and when opportunity 
offered Saul cast n javelin, sying, "I 


smite David even to the 


ffo ofctuM, mind you, tad tbryouag 


man committed save that the king 
s.iw in David a rival for the throne! 


SATTL ANIMATED B* ENVY. 
And so it was mean, meaner and 


meanest envy that animated Saul, 
just as it was that animated Joseph's 
brethren. 
Where do we find envy 


inspiring mean acts? Everywhere. 
Among the rich and poor, high and 
low, learned and illiterate. A friend 
of mine was conversing with one of 
tho most immensely rich men in this 
country a few months ago. The re- 
lation of friendship 
between them 


was such as to permit the freedom, 
and so my friend said: "What an 
enormous fortune you have accumu- 
ated, Mr. F." 
"Fortune," replied 


he. ' "I do not consider my fortune 
arge. Just see the hordes of wealth 
that Mr. C. has gatherer. I'm com- 
paratively a poor man." 
Thus it 


was Mr. C.'s mere millions than his 
own many millions on which Mr. F. 
had his eager eye. 


The two words, envy and covetous- 


ness, are not like in root derivation, 
but in defined sense they are nearly 
alike. Envy may be the more sub- 
jective, and covetousness the more 
objective and expressive. But if we 
use them interchangeably it will not 
be an inaccurate use of words* Thus 
the envious rich covet, inordinately 
desire the greater wealth of those 
having more. One of the now dead 
millionaires of America—the first, I 
believe, who died worth $100,000,- 
000—was reported to have said: 
When a man is worth a million he 
is as well off'as if he were rich." 
We may safely remark that when 
there is a million to the credit of 
most any man ho does not feel as 
well off as 
when his means were 


counted by modest thousands. 


LITTLE KINDNESS SHOWN. 
Since the world began there novar 


were so many rich men and women 
as there are now. But if anyone ever 
heard a plutocrat speak of another 
of the same class without some word 
or tone of depreciation, he has met 
with specimens most rare. But does 
this evil spirit of envy spring up in 
only the fat soil of great fortune? 
It is just as prevalent among the.poor 
as among the rich. 
We would not 


say more so, but as much so. Deni 
zens of the slums, residents of the 
courts, look with envious eyes upon 
the least improvement in the condi- 
tion, of their neighbors simply be- 
cause our humanity is, under the 
curse of sin, the victim of greedy 
selfishness, 
Monarchs are grasping 


and menials are not unlikd them. 


We were visiting Naples. 
The 


king of Italy came into residence 
there. His court were dressed in rich 
array. Wherever we had been to visit 
a place of interest beggars, attend- 
ants and custodians -had held out 
open hands for tips. But, not hav- 
ing ever been in close touch with a 
full-fledged court and trappings of 
royalty, we made no offer of coins to 
the bejeweled gentry in attendance. 
But it was only a minute or two 
until those lackeys in patent leather, 
snowy linen and broadcloth let us 
know they were looking for our 
francs to begin to fiow. The (human 
and the horse leech cry is the same— 
"More, more. 


But in this story of Joseph's breth- 


ren envying him there was more that 
inspired hatred than simply human 
selfishness on their side. There was 
pride on Joseph's part. 
He seems 


to have had an attack of what our 
times lias named mugwumpery. His 
head grew faster than his hat. He 
felt growing pains of greatness when 
he got on his new coat of many 
colors. Joseph dreamed, and had not 
prudence to keep the matter to him- 
self* Had he possessed the grace of 
silence he might have escaped giving 
offense to his envious brethren. 
But 


not content with awakening then 
envy (Genesis, xxxvii., 6-8) by recit- 
ing one dream, he (xxxvii., 9) came 
to them saying: "I have dreamed a 
dream more." 
And according to 


these all the young man would be- 
come monarch of the destiny of not 
only his brethren, but the entire 
household. 
There is no wisdom, in 


stirring up the worst that is in any- 
one. 
It does not work well, as a 


rule, for one who docs it, and worse 
for others. 


Suppose it were the working rule 


for all the better off to carefully 
avoid doing that which would excite 
envy in the worse off, can we imagine 
the richness of the result in the wel- 
fare of the world? 
For then the 


greatly favored in fortune would no* 
set about showing their splendor tc 
the plain and humble. It would not 
be the first thing to buy jewels anc* 
build gorgeous houses and ride in fine 
carriages—which it seems to be, as 
things are now. JUfcher would there 
bo an impulse to imitate tho one wiso 
perfect and blamelessly 
beautifu" 


life, that of Jesus, who, "Though 
was rich, yet for our sakes became 
poor." 


The intensity of the envy of Jo- 


seph's brethren prompted them to do 
no worse than the same malignant 
affection JTOW actuitee men. These

Our 
envy may not -be hot enough and 
heedless enough of consequences to 
begin by murdering its object. But 
if not by the bludgeon, yet by a bad 
tongue, indulged envy can inflict 
deep and sore wounds. 
Do people 


in the professional classes praise or 
generally depreciate other? in their 
own class? Do singers and players 
on instruments, medical men, law- 
yers or Christian ministers applaud 
the worJw of their fellows in these 
higher lines of life work? 
CAHEPUL WHOM THEY PRAISE. 


You may her.r a soprano laud an 


alto voice, tenor or bass voice, but 
not one who sings her own part. 
When one of the greatest of modern 
primA donnas was at the very crown- 
in'g hour of her career* I heard some 
musical people criticising her sharp- 
ly as a very overrated artist. And 
with some the-indulgence cf envious 
feelings 
becomes 
such a passion 


that anything they can say they 


ll £ay, to the detriment of their 


rival. Some-times such is spoken of 
as a "hated rival." And when we 
remember that so hot was the envy 
certain men had toward the supreme- 
ly innocent and excellent Son of God 
that "for envy," as the gt>spsl reads, 
they sought His life and crucified 
Him on Calvary, we see by extreme 
example what a diabolical 
spirit 


envy is. 


The issue or outcome of the envy 


of Josephs brothrcn was to their 
lasting disgrace, but to the realisa- 
tion of God's design for good. "The 
patriarchs, moved with envy, sole! 
Joseph into Egypt," but God w\s 
with him and delivered him ana 
gave him favor in the sight of Pha- 
raoh, and "ho mads him governor 
over Egypt and all his house." Only 


oibtn of all the- band pleaded Tor 


Joseph/s life on th'o spot. And Kcu- 
ben differed merely in advising a 
lingering deruth. "Reuben was as bent 
as 'his brethren, on ridding the fam- 
ily of the favorite son and nspirant. 
It does not mitigate an evil deed 
to modify the method of performing 
it 
To swiftly stab Joseph to the 


art would h'ave besn no more mur- 


derous than slowly to starve him 
to death in the ^holo into which 
they plunged him. 


Evangelical readers of scriptures 


and writers always see in the wiclied 
conduct of these brethren a type of 
all men who £rst envied then hated 


("they hated Jffe," siaid Jesus)— 


and -then murdered Jesus, 'but they 
became the beneficiaries of Christ's 
suffering, after all. We need not 
work to find -the fitness of Joseph 
to, secure a type for Christ, the anti- 
type. 
The. expcriencfe 
of Jceeph 


does certainly start some suggestions 
of likeness to Christ It was because 
the rulers of the Jews envied tiie 
popularity of Jesus that they, say- 
ing, "tho world has 
gone 
after 


Him," resolved that it was "better 
that one man should die," as Caia- 
phas affirmed, better that Jesus 
should die, than be allowed to live 
and be'eome such a leader of the peo- 
ple that Rome would come and dis- 
place the government of Herod and 
the Sanhedrim rule in religion. And 
so they crucified Him. 
But by the 


death of Ohrisfc the scriptures pro- 
claim salvation for all who believe 
on IBs name, and of thosa who shar- 
ed in the shameful crime on Calvary; 
it has "been the thought of Christians 
since many may have repented and 
believed on Jesus -tfhen at Pentecost 
the Holy Spirit of Jesus as copiously. 
poured out, and 3,000 converts were 
counted in that one day. 


By Joseph being sold into Egypt 


n*6t only his brethren but Jacob and 
all his household were rescued from 
want. By the death of Christ, cruel 
and wicked <as it was, we ho-ve re- 
demption, through His 
'blood, the 


forgiveness of sins, according to the 
riches of his grace."

engineered so that it runs through 
the richest part of the territory, 
writes Hcv. Peter IttacQueen in Les- 
lie's Weekly. 
The name Siberia 


stands for all the Asiatic dominions 
of 
Aussia 
except 
Transcaucasia* 


Transcaspia and Turlcestan. It is at 
present divided into the following 
provinces: Western Siberia, includ- 
ing1 the governments^ of Tobolsk and 
Tomsk, in the basin of the Ob river. 
Its area is 42,000 square geographi- 
cal miles. The southern part of these 
regions, lying immediately east of 
the "Urals, stretches far south toward 
the Khirgiz Steppe borderland and 
thc region known ns Baraba.

Tho Literary Work of Theodore 


Roosevelt is Voluminous and 
Notable. 


Attsntion is being directed to Pres- 


ident Roosevelt's literary work just 
no\v because he is the first man of 
letters 
to occupy the 
presidential 


chair since Thomas Jefferson. 
Mr. 


Koosevelt has been a writer for twen* 
ty years, or nearly half his life, and 
his productions 
have been -widely 


read. It is but natural, however, now 
that ho is at the head of the national 
government, that a larger proportion 
of the people should turn to see v/hat 
their president has done in the world 
of letters, 


His <irst publication was a histori- 


cal v/ork. It appeared when he had 
been only a year out of college. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 18SO. 
airl "The Naval War of 1812; or* the 
History of the United States Navy 
During the Last War 
With Great 


Britain," by Theodore Roosevelt, was 
published in 1882. 
It will be noticed 


that his investigations into history. 
the conduct of navies and warfare 
were begun in his earliest manhood. 
The Nation said of his first book: 


impaitiahty of the author's 


judgments and the thoroughness with 
which the evidence is sifted are re- 
markable and worthy of high praise/*

It was in thc series, "Ques- 
tions of the Day/' His most import- 
ant work appearing that year, 18SS; 
however, was "Ranch. Life and the 
Hunting- Trail/' a folio volume pub- 
lished by the Century company and 
illustrated by Frederic Kemington. 
The Saturday Review said of this 
book: 


If it be true that ranching—that 


is, stock raising on the plains—is, in 
its present form, doomed, and can 
haidly outlive the century, all 
the 


moie grateful ought we to be to 3Hr, 
Theodore Roosevelt for having1 stere- 
otyped its essential features and pre- 
sented theen to us in so attractive a 
foim as the present volume/* 


The Century company published a 


new popular edition of this work in 
1896. an octavo volume of 186 pages 
in cloth covers. 
In the 
following 


year the first two 
volumes of the 


woik. which has been called perhaps 
Mr. Koosevelt's most substantial lit- 
erary achievement, the "Winning of 
the "West," were issued by the Pi 
nams. Thc whole work 
is in five 


volumes, octavo, 
with maps. 
The 


third volume ccane out in 1894. Its 
subtitle is 
"Tho Pounding of the 


Trans* Allegheny 
Commonwealths,1 


and it deals with the period 
from 


1784 to 1790. In the preface Mr 
Roosevelt says: 


"The period covered in this volume 


includes the seven years immediately 
succeeding the close of the revolu 
tionojy war. 
It v/as during thesi 


seven years that the constitution was 
adopted and actually went into cf 
feet; an event, if possible, even more 
momentous for thc west than for : 
east. The time was one of vital im 
portance to the whole nition; alike ti 
the people of the inland frontier anc 
to those of the seaboard. The course 
of events during these years deter 
mined whether we should become 
mighty nation or a mere 
snarl o 


weak and quarrelsome little common 
wealths, with a history as bloody 
and meaningless as that of the Span 
ish-American states/' 


Mr. Roosevelt's study of the con 


stitiition, it will be observed fron 
this, began with its adoption anc 
first workings, and he obtained an 
early insight into the latent possibili 
tics of the principles of American ex 
pansion, which he was later to assis 
in working out. 
In the fourth vol 


ume, issued in 1890, he was still en 
gaged with this phase of American 
development. The volume is "Louis 
iana and the Northwest, 1791 t 
1807." 


In 1891 Mr. Roosevelt publisher 


his "New York" in the "Histori 
Towns" series of Longmans, Green & 
Co. A new edition vith a postscrip 
was published in 1895. The work i 
a volume of 232 pages, duodecimo 
Mr. Boosevelt says of-it and in it: 


"It has been my aim less to wllec 


new facts -than to draw froin the im 


mense storehouse of facts already col- 
ected those which were of real im- 
portance in New York history, and to 
show their true meaning and their re- 
ations to one another; to sketch the 
workings of the town's life, social, 
commercial, and political, at succes- 
sive periods, with their sharp trans- 
'ormations and contrasts, and to trace 
the causes which gradually changed 


little Dutch trading hamlet into a 


Hugo American city." 


'The Wilderness Hunter; An Ac- 


count cf the Big Game of the "United 
States, and- Its Chase with Eorse, 
Hound and Stifle/' was published by 
he Putnams in 1893 in an octave 
volume in cloth covers.

s illustrated by A. B. Frost, *T. Car-

vase of pottery and within the vase 
\VP.S a box of gilded bronze having 
lid of the same metal, the box dec- 
ora tsd with small knobs. 
The tra- 


dition said three coffins and proved 
correct. In the box were the remains 
of n mi\n thirty or forty years old, 
wliosa body had been bunted.

inscription wns found and the only 
ineaiis of determining' tho age of the 
interment is the style of tlio bronze 
objects and vnse. 
German antiquar- 


ians believe that it belong to a very 
early Teutonic race in northern. Ger- 
many which practiced cremation, 
race that was succeeded "by a Slavic 
people, who in turn were driven oul 
very generally by the modern Ger- 
man tribes.

markable that the farming population 
of Prussia is tending again to Slavs.

DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT. 


All forms of bituminous pavements, 


-whether manufactured from the nat- 
ural or artificial asphalt, are in fact 
artificial stone pavements. 
The in- 


dustry started -with the use of the 
natural rock asphalt from the mines 
in the Val de Travers, Canton Neuf- 


chatel, Switzerland. The mines were 
discovered in 1721, but it was in 
1843 that its utility as a road cover- 
ing was first noticed. The rock WAS 
then being mined for the purpose of 
extracting the bitumen contained in 
it for uss in medicine and the arts. 
It is a limestone found impregnated 
with bitumen, of which it yields, on 
analysis, from 8 to 14 per cent. 


It was observed that pieces of rock 


which fell from a wagon were crush- 
ed by the wheels and under the com- 
bined influence of ths traffic and heat 
of the su:i a good road surface was 
produced. 
A macadam road of as- 


phalt rock was then made, 
which 


gave very good results, and finally, 
in 1854, a portion of the Rue Ber- 
gere was laid in Paris of compressed 
asphalt on a concrete foundation. In 
185S a still larger sample was laid 
and from tht time it has bsen laid 
year by year in Paris. From Paris it 
extended to London, being laid on 
ThreadneecUe 
street in 1869, 
and 


Oheapside in 1870, and in successive 
years on other 
streets.—Municipal

We shall respectfully beg his ma- 
jesty to observe the old customs and 


that the mandarins follow their ex- 
cellent and time-honored methods of 
transacting business. 
We shall re- 


sist with all our strength every at- 
tempt to introduce reforms, and lest 
we should be tempted to record any 
current events we resolve from this 
time forward to dispense with the 
service of all reporters as a useless 
waste of money. We hope in this 
way to earn the good will and sup- 
port of all our readers, firmly believ- 
ing that if we faithfully do accord- 
ing to this honest and admirable ad- 
vice tho benefit will be manifest to 
all."

MAN'S WILL WAS TATTOOED. 


Perhaps it was not parsimony, as 


bis relatives alleged, that led n Mex- 
ican miser who recently died to tattoo 
his last will and testament upon his 
body. They allege that the deced- 
ent, named Morechc, in order to save 
tlie cost of pen, ink and paper, im- 
printed his will indelibly upon his 
body with some red pigment. 
When 


the old miser died his heirs protested 
.against the burial of the body and 
petitioned the court to have the re- 
markable "human document" ad- 
mitted to probate. It was a knotty 
problem, but Wie court decided that 
a copy should have the full effect of 
an original will. After the copy had 
"been made the old miser was buried 
"by his legatees, the original will be- 
ing "filed for reference," as it were. 


This case is another instance of the 


imaginations of authors being1 real- 
ized in fact. In one of Eider Hag- 
gard's stories the- plot hinges upon 
the existence of just such a tattooed 
will, only in the case of Hider Hag- 
gard's man the will was tattooed on 
•his back "because he was shipwrecked 
and there were no .pens, ink or paper 
•hands for the drawing up of the "last 
will and testament." In the case of 
the Mexican miser the tattooed will 
could be read easily, and the copy of 
it was attested by four witnesses be- 
fore being admitted to probate. 


Pilatre des Hosiers was the first and 
mcst illustrious of the long list of 
aeronauts who have fallen victims to 
their deaire to advance the art of 
aero-statics. 


In July and 'August of the year 


1733 balloons filled with hydrogen 
gas were sent up fro'm Paris, and in 
September, at Versailles, 
the first 


balloon was sent up freighted -with 
living animals. 


In the same year Montgolfier con^" 


s true ted a balloon which he claimed 
would be capable of carrying passen- 
gers, his workshop being in the gar- 
dens of the Faubourg St. Antoine. 
Tlie balloon WHS sixty feet in height 
and forty-eight broad. Its exterior 
was richly painted and embroidered, 
their being represented upon, it the 
twelve signs of the zodiac, the arms 
of the king of France, and number- 
less fleur-de-lis, and lower down, 
amid a crowd of grotesque heads and 
garlands of flowers, a flock of eagles, 
with extended wings, that seemed to 
bo flying and supporting the huge 
balloon, upon their shoulders. 


Below tho balloon proper was con- 


structed n. circular platform of wick- 
er-work, covered with silk, which 
was used as a car. 
This platform 


was very large, and was surrounded 
by a balustrade to prevent the aero- 
nauts from falling out. In the ceii- 
ter of this platform,, or car, was an 
opening, below which -was suspended 
by chains an iron stove, which was 
to be used for rarifying the air in the 
balloon, while in one corner was n 
magazine, 'intended for the storing up 
of an immense quantity 
of straw, 


which served as fuel. • 


Til atre 
des Hosiers, 
generally 


alone, but at one time accompanied 
by the Marquis d'Arlandes, and oil 
another occasion by M. Girond dc Vil- 


possibly may have been the desire of 
the aeronauts to descend to find a 
more favorable current of air, for 
while opening the valve to let the 
cold air into the cylinder, unfortu- 
nately a huge rent was made in tlie 
balloon. The consequences were im- 
mediate and horrible. 
At that time 


the balloon was 1,700 feet above tlie 
surface of the earth. 
A few mo- 


ments afterward the two aeronauts 
lay on the ground dead and horribly 
mutilated. 


Near the spot where Pilatre des 


Hosiers was buried a monument was 
erected in 1853 to commemorate the 
almost miraculous crossing of the 
sea by Blanchnrd, upon the very spot 
of earth on which that intrepid aero- 
naut descended. He had become for 
France a hero, and numbers of in- 
scriptions are still readable.

Hosiers had much difficulty in ob- 


tninmg permission from the king to 
make an ascent without being held 
down by the rope, but consent -was at 
last secured, nud 011 the 20th of No- 
vember, 1783, everything was made 
ready. During the day the wind and 
rain was violent, and it was found 
necessary 
to postpone the ascent. 


The next day, the 21st, the weather 
was more favorable, and at 1:30 in 
the afternoon, in the presence of the 
Dauphin and his suite, Pilatre des 
Hosiers and the Marquis d'Arlandes 
set out together from, the Jardins de 
la Huette upon the first aerial voy- 
age ever attempted and performed. 
The wind was still very rough and 
the weather stormy, but, in spite of 
these disadvantages, the balloon rose 
rapidly. 


Having passed over Paris, and be- 


come free from all fear of getting en- 
tangled -among the buildings of the 
city, the aeronauts suffered them- 
selves to descend considerably until 
they found themselves 
in a fresh 


current of air, -which bore them in a 
southerly direction. 


After proceeding a few miles fur- 


ther the fire was allowed to die out, 
and the balloon descended about five 
miles from Paris. When the aero- 
nauts returned to the Chateau de la 
Muette they were greeted with the 
utmost enthusiasm by the assembled 
crowds, Benjamin Franklin was a 
witness of the whole spectacle, and 
when asked what he thought of it, 
he replied; 
"I have seen a child 


born which -may one day be a man." 


Aero statics had advanced to such 


a degree that on the 7th of January, 
1785, Blanchard, a rival of Hosiers, 
crossed over the channel, from Dover 
to Calais. 


Hosiers twas spurred on by Blanch- 


ard's success, and set to work con- 
structing a balloon which, when com- 
pleted, he called an aero-montgolfier. 
It consisted of an immense balloon of 
hydrogen gas, with a large cylinder 
placed under it, the use of it being to 
rarify the air, without losing gas. 


"When a favorable day had arrived 


Pilatre for the last time made his 
preparations. He was assisted by n 
Boulogne physician named Homain, 
and on June 15, 1785, they stepped 
into the basket, the ropes were cast 
off, and the balloon rose with the ut- 
most majesty from the earth. 


When it had risen about 20O feet it 


struck a fresh current of air, which 
took It directly toward the sea. It 
soon found another current, which

A sshool for wives is the latest ed- 


ucational -institution that appears in 
this age of the specializing of in- 
struction. 
England has it, and it is 


the outcome of the National Training 
School of Cookeiy at London, which 
has enlarged its scope and changed 
ts name. 
The new institution1 promises to 


meet with, -greater success than the 
attempts ••which have been made in 
this country to compass the same ends 
by introducing courses in household 
science into college curricula. Col- 
lege girls are apt to object to the 
American plan. 
Those of them who 


are not preparing .for housewifely 
protest against wasting their time on 
it. 
And there is a pretty general 


opinion, among college w.omen. thai 
household science, like law and medi- 
cine and theology, should be taught 
in a separate school, where those who 
wish to become specialists in it could 
find it, and where those who don't 
expect fco practice it can let it alone. 


Just that idea has been achieved 


in this English Scliool for Wives. 
The duke of Bedford is the president 
of the institution, and there is -a 
woman superintendent, Mrs. Charles 
Clarke. 
Instruction is provided by 


a corps of eighteen teachers. 
The 


pupils include three classes, those 
who want to become competent to 
manage their own homes, those who

try better than they did. His per- 
sonality 
irinkes an immeasurably 


more powerful appeal to the imagina- 
tion of the masses of his country- 
men than did that of any of those. 
And, what is of mor6 immediate con- 
sequence, he was in thorough "har- 
mony with the policy of his party. 
He also has the confidence of the 
leaders of his party, which controls 
the government in all its branches, 
as well as the respect and affection of 
a large majority of the American peo- 
ple.

failures— Johnson's

largest degree, Tyler's in the next 
largest and.Pillmore's in the smallest

The failure of tho vice presidents 


whom death promoted was oftener 
the result of circumstances over 
which they had no control than, it 
was of any shortcoming1 in them- 
selves. 
This was particularly true 


in the cose of Tyler, although this 
is not the view which is generally 
taken of that president. Tyler was 
5 1 years of age when Harrison's 
death in. April, -1841, after Harrison 
had been in office only a month, sent 
him to the presidency. He was well 
educated, was graduated from Will 
iam and Mary college, as many of his 
family were. In the same institution 
one of his sons, Lyon Gardner Tyler, 
has been president for the past dozen 
years. He served in the legislature 
of his state, Virginia; was its gov- 
ernor for several years, and was in 
both branches of congress. His en- 
tire public service before he reached 
the presidency covered about a quar- 
ter of a century. At the outset in his 
public service a democrat, Hie left the 
party during Jackson's administra- 
tion, partly on account of what he 
considered Jackson's assault on state 
rights in the South Carolina nullifi- 
cation case, though Tyler himself 
was against nullification, and partly 
because of Jackson's attack on the 
United States back in withholding 
the government's deposits from, it 
and in unjustly assailing its solv- 
ency. 
Thousands of democrats all 


over the country left their party on 
account of their hostility to Jack- 
son's course on many issues. These 
seceders were particularly strong in 
the south. They united with the na- 
tional republicans and the anti- 
Masons in the coalition 
against 


Jackson which, in 1834, adopted the 
whig name. 
Tyler was in good 


standing- in the whig party at the 
time of his nomination for vice presi- 
dent on the Harrison ticket for the 
campaign of 1840, but he, like the 
majority of the southern, section of 
the whigs, was an ardent stats sov- 
ereignty man, a fact which should 
be remembered in connection with 
the fig'ht on the bank question. 


Trouble came for Tyler and his 


party party in the extra session of 
congress called by Harrison, but 
which met on May 31, 184,1, a few 
•weeks after Harrison died. Tinder 
the lead of Clay and the national re- 
publican 
ingredient of the whig 


party, a bill to re-establish a United 
States bank on something like the 
lines of the institution, which Jack- 
son assailed, and which died in 1836, 
passed both branches of congress and 
was vetoed by Tyler. The veto en- 
raged Clay and his faction, of tho 
whigs, which were the dominant ele- 
ment among tho whigs in discipline 
and fissertiveiiess, though, hardly so 
in number* j at any rate, In the south. 
Clay then made war on Tyler, and at 


the same time another bank bill, 
modified somewhat from the earlier 
measure, was sent to -him, which ha 
also vetoed. 


The vetoes were on account of con- 


stitutional objections, Tyler holding 
that congress 'had no right to estab- 
lish a bonk with branches in tho dif- 
ferent states without obtaining th« 
states' consent beforehand, 
bills—tlie second one, though in f\ 
smaller degree than the first—would 
violate this principle. 
Tyler was 


"read out of the whig party," and the 
split between, ithe dominant element 
of the whigs in, congress and ith'e 
president was complete. 


Tyler has been 
denounced as a 


traitor to the party -which, elected1 


him, and as a large majority of the 
writers since (the whig party's days 
have been in- sympathy with the Clay 
element in the bank fight of 1841, 
injustice has been d'one to Tyler. Aa 
Clay and every other -whig who -knew 
Tyler's record in congress was aware, 
Tyler was com-mitted against thte 
principle which, was at 'the basis of 
tlie United States bank bills. As an 
ardent states rights man' lie was 
bounti ito oppose any such legislation. 
Clay himself knew this. As 'the real 
leader of the whig- party, Clay started 
ouc afiter bhe inauguration of Harri- 
son, with the purpose of forcing- the 
administration to recognize his pri- 
macy in the panty, and also with the 
purpose of compelling it to accept all 
measures which he proposed. 
He 


was still more autocratic when Har- 
rison's death sent Tyler to the presi- 
dency. 
Tyler was condemned as a, 


traitor to whig principles, although 
Tyler was on record while in con- 
gress in opposition to- th« nationaliz- 
ing idea, involved dn the bank bills of 
1841. 
Moreover, neither the -bank 


nor any other question- was formally 
ma'de- an 'issue in -the campaign dn 
which Harrison and Tyle-r were elect- 
ed, for the whigs !had no national 
platform in 1840, arid made no au- 
thoritative deliverance of any sort 
as to the policy which, 'tih-ey would 
pursue if ithey should carry the coun- 
try. 
In justice to Tyler these facts 


ought' to be borne in miiid. 
Tyler 


occupied the democratic position ou 
the bank question, as he had done in 
the earlier days, before he allied him- 
self to the coalition which, adopted 
tile whig name, and neither the bank 
nor any other question was made on 
issue in the canvass in which, he was 
elected. 


Tho rupture between Tyler and .the 


majority section of the whigs had a 
dramatic culminaition. 
This waa 


due to a plan carefully matured 'by 
Ills enemies. 
The veto of the second, 


bank bill of 1841 was sent to con- 
gress on Thursday, September 9. On 
Saturday all the members of Tyler's 
cabinet—Thomas Swing, secretory of 
•Hie treasury; John Bell, secretary of 
war; George E. Badger, secretary of 
tlie navy; Francis Granger, postmas- 
ter general, land John J. Crifctenden, 
attorney 
general—except 
Daniel 


"Webster, secretary of state, resigned. 
The resignation's were so timed that 
they should extend, by being handed 
in at carefully arranged dntervals, 
from tlie middle of .the day to after 
5 o'clock in the ufternoon, so late 
that Tyler could ntot begin making 
any selections of new cabinet officers 
on that day. 
The next day, Sunday, 


he, as an obstrver of .the Sabbath, 
would not be able rto do anything in. 
that direction, and, moreover, con- 
gress was not in session. 
Congress 


had already passed a resolution 
bring tlie extra session to an- en'd at 
2 o'clock on Monday. 
All -these cir- 


cumstances, it was believed, would 
force Tyler to capitulate <to tho Clay 
. 


section, or would compel (him, a£ter 
congress adjourned, to resign his of- 
fice. But the plot failed. 
Tyler se- 


lected between Saturday afternoon 
and Monday morning successors to 
all the officers who abandoned him. 
"Webster remained in office unitil after 
a delicate negotiation, with England 
for the settlement of the northeast 
boundary dispute was arranged and 
was ratified by the senate and by the 
British parliament, and then ihe, too, 
stepped down.

sues of foreign trade and foreign pol- 
l:y into matters of vital concern, has 
assuredly formed a process equalled 
iu significance by the Declaration of 
Independence 
and 
the 
civil war 


alone. 
For good or ill, America is 


no longer the isolated and self-con- 
tained power, happy in its complete 
separation 
from 
the international 


problems and perils of the old world, 
that the fathers of the ispublic in- 
tended and all the occupants of the 
white house before Mr. McKinley de- 
sired. The United States has burst 
its continental limits. In the sphere 
of world policy 
it is henceforth a 


power to be reckoned with. 
Under 


ten years of President McXinley's in- 
fluence, first as framer of the protec- 
tionist tariff 
associated with his 


name and next as head of the state, 
elected twice in succession, the re- 
public became the colonial heir of 
Spain and the greatest producing and 
exporting nation in the world. 


"McKlnleyism" and ''imperialism*' 


will always be lemembered together, 
and it would be hard to name anoth- 
er tcombination among recent devel- 
opments which suggests such far- 
reaching possibilities of influence up- 
on the affairs of the woild at large,—

TOMB OF AN ANCIENT KING. 


The grave of a king 
or chieftain 


who was buried at Seddm, in Russian 
West Priegnitz, 3,000 years ago has 
been carefully excavated and many 
bronze objects added to the provin- 
cial museum in consequence. There 
are beaten and cast bowls, iron pins. 
rings and knives of bronze, necklaces 
with enameled beads 
and bronze 


tubes and other objects belonging to 
the bronze age. About the 
large 


tumulus there had always hovered 
the tradition that a king was buried 
in a triple coffin. When examined it 
was found to conceal a nine-cornered 
vault made of laige, erratic blocks of 
stone, plastered with clay and paint- 
ed with red pigment. 


In this rude tomb was a gigantic 


vase of potteiy and within the vase 
wrs a box of gilded bronze having 
lid of the same metal, the box dec- 
orated with small knobs. The tra- 
dition said three coffins and proved 
coriect. In the box were the remains 
of a man thhty or forty years old, 
whose body had been burned. 
INo 


inscription was found and the only 
me.ms of determining the age of the 
interment is the style of tho bronze 
objects and vase. German antiquar- 
ians believe that it belong to a very 
early Teutonic race in northern Ger- 
many which practiced cremation, a 
race that was succeeded by a Slavic 
people, who in turn were driven out 
very generally by the modern Ger- 
man tribes. 
It is not a little re* 


markable that the farming population 
of Prussia is tending again to Slavs. 
The German speaking people are emi- 
grating or moving into the cities and 
manufacturing 
towns.—New York

NunYbe 
138, of the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers ngalns 
the local contractors, is working 
mush inconvenience t,o the g^iera 
publi*; it* fact, more tc the publl 
than t) the parties immediately con 
ceme^L 


In this strike, as in ill others1, the 


current reports do nn develop th 
true situation, and we would like tc 
present to your readers the position 
we have been forced to. 


Last April ths* union presented tc 


us a written agreement, signed by 
the officers of the local union, which 
covered the entire situation. 
T 


we signed and have Carried out tc 
the letter from Kay 1st to Ootobe 
1st. 
This contract provided wha 


wages should be paid, what hour; 
worked, who were to be considered 
journeymen, and who helpers, tin 
number of helper's and their -corn 
pens-ation, and provided tint mem 
bers of the union should not worh 
for any contractor who did not sign 
the agreement. 
It also provided fo 


the appointment of a board of ex 
aoniners, who were to pass upon the 
eligibility of any employe befors h< 
can be hired, and wit&out whose con 
ssnt nr employe can be discharged 
Then it provide^ that each contractor 
must file with the secretary of tho 
union a list of all contracts clossc 
prior to iky 1st, 1901, but uncom- 
pleted then. 
There was also to be 


an .^djustmeat; committee appointed, 
to whom was to be referred al! mat- 
ters of dispute, and no stirike or lock- 
out was to be ordered by either party 
against the other for any grievance 
whatever, but all difficulties were to 
be settled by arbitration. 


As stated above, we signed this 


agreement, and lived up to it from 
Kay 1st to October 1st, in spite of the 
fact that the union failed to keep 
their part of it. 
No other contrac- 


tors signed this 'agreement, and the 
\-ery next day, and ever Grace, the 
members of this union hava been 
working for contractors who did no 
sign. 
Twice the members have 


struck without any attempt at arbi 
tration, 


Now they not only want us to ask 


their permission to hire or discharg-c 
men, submit lists of our contracts 
and generally allow them the con 
duct cf our business, but they notify 
us what contracts we may figure on 
and what xve must refuse. 
They 


refus3 to work ou any building on 
which any non-union m«n is, or has 
been, employed, from digging the 
cellirs to shingling the roof, and 
will vet allow us to employ may one 
else. 
That would bo very well i: 


all labor in Fort Wayne was con 
neatci with 'the unions 
We venture 


to say that there 
is 
not in For. 


Wayno n single building entirely 
constructed by union labor. 
We 


cannot inquire of every person who 
asks us for figures whether he iha: 
been careful to see that no non-union 
men dug his sewers, nor can we in 
vcstigate just who worked on every 
little contract in 
the erection of 


buildings. 
The fact is that but few 


of the large contractors who build 
such buildings as require electrical 
wiring are connected with the Build 
ing Trades Council, and if we are 
compelled to refuse their work wo 
may as well quit. The entire member- 
ship of the local union, counting jour- 
neymen and helpers, is twelve, and 
three of them are still at work. Em 
ploying these twelve 
men of the 


union are six contractors, so that 
the strike in point of numbers is not 
very alarming. 


We tried to get along with this 


union on their own arbitrary terms 
for five months, and -the result 5s 
tlvat their present demands aro im- 
practicable, impossible, and enthely 
>ut of the question. 
If we should ac- 


cede to them wo would have positive- 
ly no business at all, for the kind of 
contracts eligible usdor tneir rules 
do not e>ri$t in Fort Wayne. 
We can 


not refer every step of our business to 
any outsiders before we act upon it. 


We desire to mal;e this statement 
n txplonaitiicn to the pubHc, who 
may not entirely appreciate how tho 
citualicn arose*

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ODD PROBLEMS IN CRIME 


J Many Chances Given Accused * 
• 
Man to Go Free—Opportuni- 


• 
ties AH With Criminal. 


"The death of Superintendent Gas- 


ter, who wns for so many years prom- 
inent among the thief-catchers, re- 
calls a rather interesting penologica" 
problem," said a bright young attor- 
ney who is connected with the New 
Orleans bar, to a Now Orleans Times- 
Democrat reporter, "and when wo 
come to weigh the facts the wonder is 
-that the arms of the law are not fre- 
quently palsied when reached out 
to gather in the person who offends 
the established rules of society 
There are what penological authori- 
ties have been pleased to call Hie co- 
efficients of impunity, and, while the 
term may be -without meaning to the 
layman, there is nevertheless hchinc 
it a group of facts which mean much 
•when it comes to the protection of life 
and property, and to social safety 
generally. Rules of conduct drafted 
with the solemn, sanction of the so- 
cial unit,'by the- supreme power 
the state, may not bo violated with 
impunity without endangering the 
peace and order of civilization. The 
death of a man who has spent the 
best years of his life in hunting and 
catching criminals calls attention 
afresh to the various avenues of es- 
cape which our present system offers 
the offender. Probobly the specialisl 
-will have' a blearer understanding of 
the fact than the common run of men, 
and yet the facts need only to be 
stated to be understock. 
No doubt 


during Chief Gaster's service as 
thief-catcher he could have recalled, 
when his owu record was closing, 
many instances where noted and 
well-defined criminals had escaped 
the punishment prescribed by the 
law for one reason and another. 


"In the first plac^e the offender has 


a chance to escape detection, after he 
has committeed his offense against 
the law. He seeks the dark places 
•where no h7uman eye can. SBS him. 
He toils between the aims, when the 
eyelids of the' honest are pressed 
down in quiet repose. Thus the first 
avenue of escape- opens up to him, 
and detection, iu spite of the wise 
precaution of modern police methods, 
becomes a matter of chance. 
How 


much unrecovered property was pil- 
fered during Caster's connection with 
fhe Now Orleans police department? 
How many houses have been robbed 
where no clew was found to the rob- 
bersf 
How many watches, coqts, 


umbrellas and other like property 
have been purloined by the nimble- 
fingered . gentry with the noiseless 
tread? How many robberies on the 
•highway? How many blood and 
brain-bespattered bludgeons are ly- 
ing in the archives with their secret 
still unraveled? This is merely illus- 
trative, and no doubt the brave chief 
who has just laid down his life after 
a long and faithful service could have 
recalled many cases of criminals who 
had operated so skillfully .that they 
left no trace that would lead to de- 
tection and arrest. The point is that 
the fault does not lie with the offi- 
cials, but rather is it to be found in 
the weakness of a system. But this 
is only one avenue out of many. The 
police may be vigilant and they may 
apprehend the offender, and yet, ac- 
cording to my way of viewing the 
matter, he still has a good chance to 
escape.punishment, and the percent- 
age seems to be against the state 


"We will assume that the offender- 


is arrested," the lawyer continued, 
"and wo will still find a few things 
•which seem to militate against the 
commonwealth. 
There are certain 


constitutional guarantees, and of 
course no man would dare attack 
these fundamental safeguards, for 
the person who is merely accused of 
crime is not necessarily a criminal. 
There is the presumption of inno- 
cence -which stands as a silent wit- 
ness for the accused until it is over- 
come by such a preponderance of 
proof as to leave no reasonable 
hypothesis except that of the guilt. 
.This means to give the accused the 
benefit of the doctrine of reasonable 
doubt. No good lawyer, no humane 
citizen will attack this principle. 
Yet we must remember that this very 
just principle tends to give the ac- 
cused an advantage over the state. 
It is a great leverage- in the hands 
of a skillful pleader. Tt is easy to 
-conjure with the English language, 
and spacious pleas are easily rolled 
from an. oily tongue. So this silent 
witness may sometimes be used t6 
cheat the state out of the state's de- 
serts, and may compass the escape of 
a hardened; and dangerous offender. 
There are many examples of this 
sort. There is another advantage 
right on the threshold of the trial, and 
the fact is found- in the number of 
peremptory challenges allowed the 
accuser in the selection of the jury, a 
number in most of the states far in 
excess of the number allowed -the 
government. So here we ilnd another 
fact standing out in pur system of 
criminal proccedure which militates 
against the state- and tends to In- 
crease the possibilities of escape so 
far aa the criminal is concerned. 


"Thin opens up the possibilities of 


packing the jury, a thing which too 


..often happens In some of the com- 
l snercktj .centcrs'-of tho country. Tlio 


.accused may or may not go on tk< 
stand, just as he pleases. 
He may 


be heard himself or by counsel, or In 
may bnlk the state by sitting in si 
lence during the whole proceeding 
Instances are not unknown to the 
lawyers who have -a criminal practice 
where this has offered an avenue o 
escape. We must allow for errors in 
the jury's finding, errors that may be 
honest or dishonest; we must allow 
for the errors that may slip innocent 
ly or corruptly into the charge of the 
law by the trial judge; we must fig 
urc, too, that the offender may escape 
before'the committing magistrute-fo: 
one reason or another, or that tin 
grand jury may fail to indict, or thtv 
witnesses may be corrupted, or -tha1 


the jailer 
or 
seme 
other 
offlcei 


charged wdth the keeping of the of 
fender may commit some error tha' 
will -lead to the offender's 
escape 


And so we see one avenue after an 
other opening to the man who is ac 
cused of offending the laws of 
country. These facts present to my 
mind an interesting study, and while 
I do not advocate harshness in the 
-matter of handling crime and crimin 
als, -there is a chance at least for 
some slight improvement in the sys 
tern: 


"I am only speculating about thesi 


matters," the lawyer continued, "and 
to my mind it opens up an interest 
ing field. The police records are 'ul 
of mysteries- 
There are many (un 


knowns' to be found scribbled across 
the pages of the complaint 
book 


'An unknown negro' or 'an unknown 
mini1 docs this and that and thi 
other. 
'An unknown man' may be 


found with his skull cracked, dead in 
the street, dead at the crossing "of a 
railroad, or dead 
somewhere else 


'An unknown man' may be found 
floating in the river, with every evi- 
dence that he had been foully deall 
with, but no clue to the 
offender 


'Ail unknown man' may enter in the 
night and rob, and steal and commil 
a hundred other offenses against th( 
laws of the country. Go to the police 
headquarters in any 
of the Inrgt 


oities and scan 'the records. 'What an 
awful array of bloody mysteries one 
will find scrawled across the yellow- 
ing pages.

SILK CULTURE IN AMERICA. 


It is remarkable that, while Amer- 
ca has excelled every other country 
n many lines of industry, especially 
manufacturing, the silk industry has 
anguished here, except in occasional 
pots, for 250 years. Why American 
ngenuity has not turned its atten- 
ion to facilities and inventions for 
manufacturing silk, from the plant- 
ng of mulberry trees for food for the 
worm to the highest development in 
extile manufacturing, is difficult 10 
understand, unless it be that nature 
has been so prodigal of her gifts that 
mve been so advantageously utilised 
n other industries that the silk busi- 
ness has remained in abeyance. 


The consumption of silk by Ameri- 


cans is enormous, and when is con- 
sidered the increasing demand all 
over the world, the high prices that 
attach to it and the increased weal 
of the American people to be expend- 
ed upon luxuries, there is no reason 
why attention should not be again 
directed to this profitable industry. 
King James I. of England first en 
couraged it. About 1658 the Vir- 
ginia house of burgesses offered a 
premium of 10,000 pounds of tobacco 
[tobacco at that time being used as 
the circulating medium toy; money) 
to the planter who made an annual 
export of silk worth £200. 
For a 


century afterward the silk craze 
spread throughout the colonies, and 
it seemed to liourish as well in Con- 
necticut as in Virginia.--Thei Trades- 
man.

The recent collision between, 
the 


Oceanic and the Kincor.i, which the 
great American liner ran down 
in 


thick weather, illustrates yet again 
the deep netd that exists for some 
generally known msans whereby one 
vessel overtaken by fog might indi- 
cate her course to c-.tlitrs. 


Years ago Captain Purdy, of the 


Ocean Steamship company, provided 
a solution of the problem which, had 
it been adopted, might Have E.T.VCT 
scores of lives. Another and perhaps 
mors promising suggestion has been 
worked out by Captain Brinkworth, 
of Gloucester, whose signal compass 
card is designed to be used in con- 
nection with the whistle siren. 


'The present regulation 
signal of 


one long blast indicates in no way 
the course of the vessel blowing it, 
and it is this deficiency that the new 
compass card is intended to supply. 
A glance at the card shows that each 
point has a set of marks, 
long1 or 


short, attached to it, -thesj 
marks 


corresponding- to long or short blasts 
made on the whistle, siren, or -the 
like. 


An example may illustrate tho mat- 


ter clearly: A vessel is stesring- west 
by north nnd consequently blows the 
signal on the card at we&t by north; 
the master of n vessel coming in the 
opposite direction is blowing, let us 
say, the compass 
signal 
east by 


south. 
This being so, each would 


know how the other was steering, 
nnd if going end on to each other 
could each carry out 'tlia rule of the 
road for meetings end on and each 
port two points or more, as might be 
deemed necessary, thus Peering clenr 
of each other and avoiding collision. 


For mariners the card is accompa- 


nied by a reference card for use in 
:onnection with the signals 
given 


from an approaching vessel.—London 
Mail.

sage of the oxygen into the blooci. 
It is the retention of those poisons 
mnde by the body and the iiiu-cduc- 
tion of the tobscco poisons through 
tha lungs that are mainly responsi- 
ble for the evil effects of the prac- 
tice.

Topic—"Joseph Sold Into Egypt." 
Text—Genesis xxxvii., 12-30. 
Of the twelve lessons for the fourth 


quarter of this year, v/hich -we now 
begin, the first five are "biographic of 
Joseph, the son of Israel's "old age 
by his cherished wife, Rachel." There 
being so ninny lessons on this one 
subject, a true method of teaching: 
will Tie to take the caption topic of 
each nnd stick to that as a text. So 
treating the matter, our present 
study 
will pivot upon tho word 


"envy." 
It is the key word in our 


golden texts (Acts vii., 9) "the patri- 
archs, moved with envy, sold Joseph 
into Egypt, but God was with him." 


In Joseph we mest a 'type of char- 


acter rare in nny race, and which, 
though occasionally reproduced in 
Jewish history, we should certainly 
not have expected to meet with at'so 
early -a period."—Marcus Dods. 


To compass the facts of the case 


and from them learn 'practical les- 
sons, wo will examine the inspiration 
of the envy of Joseph's brethren, the 
intensity of their eirvy and the out- 
::>me of it all. 


CAUSE OF THE ENVY. 


The inspiration of the envy of Jo- 


seph's brethren started in that native 
selfishness 
which breeds envy 
in 


every—I was ready to write it every 
man. 
But that^might be understood 


to except woman, with faithfulness 
to facts quite forbids. 
To confine it 


to human creatures would 'be to come 
short of the whole truth. 
3Tor who 


has not known of envy in animals? 
You have a house dog or pet cat to 
which you give fondling care. Then 
let a neighbor come in with either a 
cat or >a dog, and if you show decent 
courtesy to the visitor—well you 
know the effect it will have on your 
own envious animal. 
"We had a 


much cared for cat whose lounging 
place during the day was at the foot 
of its mistress' 'bed. By nnd by there 
was a baby voice in the hstl and much. 
fuss over tho newcomer. 
With man- 


ifest unhappiness the envious feline 
forsook the room and the liouso to re- 
turn no more. 
She was overcome 


with envious dislike of the. infant. 


"What is cuvyP Is it not the -mean- 


ness of sentient nature in its mean- 
est expression? 
The books define it 


•as pain, uneasiness, discontent, ex- 
cited 'by the sight of another's su- 
periority or success, accompanied 
with some degree of hatred! or 
malignity, nnd often, even usually, 
with a desire -to depreciate the envied 
other person. 
In the present in- 


stance -of Israel's 
family, Joseph's 


brethren were "moved with envy" 
because Pather Jacob showed 
nn 


aged parent's naturally special fond- 
ness for a "child of his old age." 
First born and late born children for 
reasons beyond the ken of mortals 
generally hold chief place in parental 
preference, just because the first born 
and tho baby are in such order. 


SHOWS FAVORS TO JOSEPH. 
But in 'the present case Joseph's 


father had an eye, an eagle's pene- 
trating eye. The 
eagle sees far 


through the air; Jacob perceived afar 
the stuff of character that was latent 
in 'this choice son. 
And so he made 


the lad (Genesis xxxvii., S) "a coat 
of many colors," a garment made of 
strips of different colored cloth. 
Roman youths of a later age wore 
such a particolored garment until the 
age of seventeen, and after that one 
entirely white. 
It was clothing in- 


dicative of distinction. And (xxxvii., 
4) by it these brethren saw that Ja- 
cob loved Joseph more than he did 
them, and so "they 'hated him." 


It was not a question with them 


whether Joseph was fit to fill a first 
place better than his brethren could. 
Envy never respects merit; indeed, it 
has no eyes to see merit in others. 
See the illuminating illustration of 
•this in the (I. Samuel, xviii., 1-0) 
story of Saul and David. 
David, a 


bit of a shepherd "boy, had slain Agag 
(I. Samuel, xvii., 40-49), who had 
defied and'terrified all the army of 
Israel. 
After his 'brilliant victory 


over this great giant, David captured 
not only the love of the heart of King 
Saul, but the (I. Samuel, xviii., 6) 
applause and praise of the people, as 
well he might. 


But there was one—that was King 


Saul, who was 
not 
pleased—for 


"Saul was very wroth" when the 
people lauded David's valor and vic- 
tory. 
That was envy in Snul, occa- 


sioned by the young shepherd captur- 
ing thr. people. 
Siul could no longer 


take pleasure in David's harp or 
David's presence. 
And hence the 


extreme change of treatment he ex- 
tended to David. 
At first (I.Samuel, 


18-20) ho would let David "go no 
more to his father's house," but kept 
him at court -with all honor nt-tcnd- 
inff. 
But no sooner 'had public p-ap- 


ularlty come to tho young man than 
the monarch "eyed David from that 
day forward," and when opportunity 
offarcd Saul cast a Javelin, syln'g, "I 
will smite David ev«n to -the wall." 
No offence, mind you, lud the young;. 


man committed save that •the king 
sr.w in David a rival for the throne! 


SAUL ANIMATES B*T ENVY. 
And so it was mean, meaner and 


meanest envy that animated Saul, 
just as it was that animated Joseph's 
brethren. 
Where do we find envy 


inspiring mean acts? 
Everywhere. 


Among the rich and poor, high and 
low, learned and illiterate. A friend 
of mine was conversing with one of 
the most immensely rich men in this 
country a few months ago. 
The re- 


lation of friendship 
between them 


was such as to permit the freedom, 
and so my friend said: "What an 
•enormous fortune you have accumu- 
lated, Mr. F." 
"Fortune," replied 


he. ' "I do not consider my fortune 
large. Just see the hordes of wealth 
that Mr. C. has gatherer. I'm com- 
paratively 
a poor man." Thus it 


was Mr. C.'s mere millions than his 
own many millions on. "Which Mr. F. 
had his eager eye. 


The two words, envy and covetous- 


ness, are not like in root derivation, 
but in defined sense they are nearly 
alike. Envy may "be the more sub- 
jective, and covetousneas the more 
objective and expressive. But if we 
use them interchangeably it will not 
be an inaccurate use of words. Thus 
the envious rich covet, inordinately 
desire the greater 
wealth of those 


having more. One of the now dead 
millionaires of America—the first, I 
believe, who died worth $100,000,- 
000-r-was reported 
to 
have said: 


"When a man is worth a million he 
is as well 
off'as if he were rich." 


We may safely remark that whe;i 
there is a million to the credit of 
most any man ho does not feel as 
well off as 
when his means were 


counted by modest thousands. 


LITTLE KINDNESS SHOWN. 
Since tlie world began, there nsvar 


were so many rich men and women 
as there-are now. But if anyone ever 
heard a plutocrat speak of another 
of the same class without some word 
or tono of depreciation, he has met 
with specimens most rare. But does 
this evil spirit of envy spring up in 
only the fat soil of great .fortune? 
It is just as prevalent among the poor 
as among the rich. 
We would not 


say more so, hut as much so. Deni- 
zens of the slums, residents of the 
courts, look with envious eyes upon 
the least improvement in the condi- 
tion of their neighbors simply be- 
cause our humanity is, under the 
curse of sin, the victim of greedy 
selfishness. 
Monarchs are grasping 


and menials are not unlike them. 


We were visiting Naples. 
The 


king of Italy came into residence 
there. His court were dressed in rich 
array. Wherever we had been to visit 
a place of interest beggars, attend- 
ants and custodians 'had held out 
open hands for tips. But, not hav- 
ing ever bean in close touo'i with a 
full-fledged court and trappings of 
royalty, we made no offer of coins to 
the bejeweled gentry in attendance. 
But it was only a minute or two 
until those lackeys in patent leather, 
snowy linen and "broadcloth let us 
know they were looking for our 
francs to begin to flow. The 'human 
and the horse leoch ci-y is the same— 
"More, more." 


But in this story of Joseph's breth- 


ren envying him there was more that 
inspired hatred than simply flmman 
selfishness on their side. There was 
pride on Joseph's part. 
He seems 


to have had an attack of what our 
times lias named mugwumpery. His 
head grew faster than his hat. He 
felt growing pains of greatness when 
he got on his new coat of many 
colors. Joseph dreamed, and had not 
prudence to keep the matter to him- 
self. Had he possessed the grace, of 
silence he might have escaped giving 
oiiense to his envious brethren. 
But 


not content with awakening theii 
envy (Genesis, xxxvii., 6-8) by recit- 
iug one dream, 'be (xxxvii., 9) came 
to them saying: "I have dreamed n 
dream more." 
And 
according to 


these all the young man would be- 
come monarch of the destiny of not 
only his brethren, 
but the entire 


household. 
There is no wisdom, in 


stirring up the worst that is in any- 
one. 
It does not work well, as a 


rule, for one who does it, and worse 
for others. 


Suppose it were the working rule 


for all the better 
off to 
carefully 


avoid doing that which would excite 
envy in the v/orse off, can we imagine 
the richness of the result in the wel- 
fare of the world? 
For then the 


greatly favored in fortune would not 
set about showing their splendor tr 
the plain and humble. It would not 
be the first thing to buy jewels one" 
•build gorgeous houses and ride in fine 
carriages—which it seems to be, a; 
things are now. Hafcher would Ihcrr 
bo an impulse to imitate tho one wise 
perfect and blamelessly bcautifu' 
life, that of Jesus, who, "Though He 
was rich, yet for our sakos became 
poor." 


The intensity of the envy oC Jo- 


Etph's brethren prompted them to do 
no worse than ^ha same malignant 
•affection u'ow actuitca men. These 
it. moved (lewou verrfe 18) to ohyi 


the object of their 'animosity. 
Our 


envy may not 'be hot enough and 
•heedless enough of consequences to 
begin 'by murdering its object. But 
if n'ot by the bludgeon, yet by a bad 
tongue, indulged envy 
can inflict 


deep and sore wcunds. 
Do people 


in the professional classes praise or 
generally depreciate others in their 
own class? Do singers nnd players 
on instruments, medical men, law- 
yers -or Christian ministers applaud 
the work of their 
fellows in these 


higher lines of life work? 
OABEPTJL WHOM THEY PRAISE. 


You may hear « sopi'an-n laud fin 


alto voice, tenor or bass voice, but 
not one ivho sings 
-Irer own part. 


When one of the greatest of modern 
prim'a donnas was at the very crown- 
In'g hour of h'er career, I heard some 
musical people criticising her sharp- 
ly as a very overrated artist. And 
with some 'the-indulgence of envious 
feelings 
becomes 
sut'h a passion 


that anything they can say they 
will say, to tire detriment of their 
rival. Som&times such is spoken .if 
as >a "hated rival." And when we 
remember that so hot was the envy 
certain men had toward -the supreme- 
ly innocent and excellent Son of God 
that "for envy," as the gospel reads, 
they sought His life- and crucified 
Him on Calvary, we see by extreme 
example 
what a diabolical 
spirit 


envy is. 


The issue or outcome of the envy 


of Joseph's Tjrathren 
was to their 


lasting disgrace, but to the rECilissfi- 
tion of God's design for good. "Tho 
patriarchs, moved with envy, solti 
Joseph into Egypt," but God Wfts 
With him and 
delivered him and 


g-ave him favor in the sight -of Pha- 
raoh, nnd "ho mads him governor 
over Egypt mid all his house." Only 
ftrabKi of all th5 band pleaded Tor 
J'oseph;s life on th'e -spot. And Keu- 
bsn, differed merely in advising a 
lingering dc^th. Kcu'be-n. wr.s as bent 
as 'liis brethren, on ridding the fam- 
ily of the favorite son 'and 'aspirant1. 
It do.es not mitigate an evil deed 
to modify the method of performing 
it 
To swiftly sta'b Joseph to tho 


hea-rt would Ii'ave bem no moro mur- 
derous, than slowly to starve him 
to death 
in the jiolo into which 


they plung-fd him. 


Evangelical readers of scriptures 


and writers always see In the wicked 
conduct of these brethrp,n a type of 
all men who first envied then hated 
—("they Irnted Me," s!.ild Jesus)— 
and then murdered Jesus, 'but they 
becamo the beneficiaries cf Christ's 
suffering, aiftcr all. We n3cd not 
work to find the fitness of Joseph 
to,secure a typo for Christ, the anti- 
type. 
The experiencfe- 
of 
Joseph 


does certainly start some suggestions 
of likeness to Christ. It was because 
tire rulers -of the Jews envied tlie 
popularity of Jetus that they, say- 
ing, "the world has 
gone 
after 


Ham," resolved that it WHS "better 
that ono man should die," as Caia- 
plras 
affirmed, better 
that 
Jesus 


should die, than, be allowed to live 
and be'como such u leader of the pea- 
pie that E-c-me would corns and dis- 
place the government of Hsi'od and 
the Sanhedrim rule in religion. And 
so they crucified Him. 
But by MIR 


death of OhriEfc tliB scriptures pro- 
claim salvati-on for -all who believe 
on His name, and of thosa who shar- 
ed in the shameful crime on Calvary; 
it 'has'be&n. the thought of Christian 3 
since many may have repented -and 
believed on Jesus When at Pentecost 
the Holy Spirit of Jesus as copiously, 
poured out, and 3,000 converts were 
counted iu that one rfiy. 


By Joseph being sold into Egypt 


nbt only his brethren but Jacob and 
all liis household were rescued froju 
want. By 'the death of Christ, cruel 
and wicked >as it was, we •h'.i.ve re- 
demption, through His 
'blood, the 


forgiveness of sins, according to the 
riches of his grace." 


kills, not necessarily suddenly, 
but SURELY.

knew little -about politics, early came 
under the influence of Sewsrd, who 
had been governor of New York, 
antf who entered the" senate in 1849, 
at the time that Taylor became pres 
ide&t, Seward, n leader in the young- 
er and advanced branch of the whi. 
party, found the old soldier, though 
himself" vt slaveholder, favorable lo 
the idea of gradually taking tiie 
whig party over to the ground occu- 
pied by th3> free sorters, that of ex- 
clusion of slavery from all the ter- 
ritories.

claimed; the abolition of the s'm** 
•trade in the District of Columbia, but 
slavery there to be allowed to con- 
tinue undisturbed.

The republicans constituted 


nn overwhelming majority among the 
delegates who selected the Lincoln 
and Johnson ticket of 1864, and they 
cast an overwhelming majority of the 
votes which elected it, but Johnson. 
who had -been a democrat all 'his life, 
was known to everybody in the con- 
vention to be <a democrat still.

nomination for vice president was a 
recognition of the support which the 
war democrats Tendered to the causo 
of the Union in the army and in con- 
gress* and was a bid fsr 'their votes 
f&T the -ticket in't'he election.

Ou the other side of the account, in 


the case of the three promoted vice 
presidents who have been mentioned, 
thzre are seveial things to be placed. 
Tyler deserves as much credit as his 
secretniy of state, Webster, did foi 
the framing of the Webster-Ashbur- 
ton treaty of 18-12, which settled the 
northeastern boundary dispute with 
England. 
Tyler framed the treaty 


of peace and amity with China in 
1844, 
by which 'the United States 


trade relations with .that country, 
now extensive, began. 
Tyler was 


'the authcr of the Texas annexation of 
1845. 
Fillmore's signatuies to the 


compromise bills of 1850 averted 
civil war for nearly a dozen years, to 
the material 'advantage of the north 
and the Union. 
Johnson's adminis- 


tration coerced Napoleon III. into 
evacuating Mexico, and ilhus led to 
the overthrow of the Maximilian gov- 
ernment and the resumption of con- 
ticl by'the Mexicans themselves. His 
administration annexed Alaska. 
It 


has already* been showned that Ar- 
thur made u very creditable record. 
Regimes of which all this can be said 
can not justly be considered failures.

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ODD PROBLEMS IN CRIME 


Many Chances Given Accused 


Man to Go Free—Opportuni- 
ties All With Criminal. 


"The death of Superintendent Gas- 


ter, -who was for so many years prom- 
inent among the thief-catchers, re- 
calls a rather interesting penological 
problem," said a bright young attor- 
ney who is connected with the New 
Orleans bar, to a New Orleans Times- 
Democrat reporter, "and when wo 
come to weigh the facts the wonder is 
that the arms of the law are not fre- 
quently palsied when reached out 
to gather in the person who offends 
the established rules of society* 
There are what penological authori- 
ties have been pleased to call the co- 
efficients of impunity, and, while the 
term may be without meaning to the 
layman, there is nevertheless behind 
it a group of facts which mean much 
•when it comes to the protection of life 
and property, and to social safety 
generally. Rules of conduct drafted 
•with the solemn sanction of the so- 
cial unit, by tho supreme power of 
the state, may not "be violated with 
impunity without endangering the 
peace and order of civilization. Tho 
death of a man who has spent tho 
best years of his life in hunting and 
catching criminals calls attention 
afresh to tho various avenues of es- 
cape wliich our present system offers 
the offender. Probobly the specialist 
will liave a clearer understanding of 
the fact than the common run of men, 
and yet the facts need only to be 
stated to be understood. 
No doub^ 


during Chief Gaster's service as t 
thief-catcher he could 'have recalled 
when his own record was closing, 
many instances where noted and 
well-defined criminals had escaped 
the punishment prescribed by the 
law for one reason and another. 


"In the first pla<;e the offender lias 


a chance to escape detection after he 
has committeed (his offense against 
the law. He seeks the dark places 
where no tfuman eye can see him 
He toils between the suns, when the 
eyelids of the honest are pressed 
down in quiet repose. Thus the first 
avenue of escape opens up to him 
and detection, in spite of the wise 
precaution of modern police msthods 
becomes a matter of chance. How 
much unrecovered property was pil- 
fered during Caster's connection with 
the New Orleans police department? 
How many houses have been robbed 
where no clew was found to the rob 
bers? 
How many watches," coats 


umbrellas and other like property 
ihave been purloined by the nimble- 
fingered . gentry with the noiseless 
tread? How many rohbcrics on the 
highway? How many blood and 
(brain-bespattered bludgeons are ly- 
ing in the archives with their secrets 
still unraveled? This is merely illus- 
trative, and no doubt the brave chief 
who has just laid down ihis life after 
a long and faithful service could havi 
recalled many cases of criminals who 
had operated so skillfully that they 
left no trace that would lead to de- 
tection and arrest* The point is tha 
the fault does not lie with the offi 
cials, but rather is it to be found in 
the weakness of a system. But this 
is only one avenue out of many. The 
police may he vigilant and they may 
apprehend the offender, and yet, ac 
cording to my way of viewing th< 
matter, he still has a good chance t< 
escape punishment, and the percent 
age seems to be against the state, 


"We will assume that tho offende 


is arrested," the lawyer continued 
"and we will still find a few things 
which seem to militate against the 
commonwealth. 
There are certain 


constitutional guarantees, and o 
course no man would dare attack 
these fundamental safeguards, fo: 
the person who is merely accused o 
crime is not necessarily a criminal 
There is the presumption of inno 
cence which stands as a silent wit 
ness for the accuse'd until it is over 
come iby such a preponderance o 
proof as to leave no reasonablt 
hypothesis except that of the guilt 
This means to give the accused th 
benefit of the doctrine of reasonabl 
doubt No good lawyer, no human 
•citizen will attack this principle 
Yet we must remember that this very 
just principle tends to give the ac 
cused an advantage over the state 
It is a. great leverage in the hand 
of a skillful pleader. It is easy % 
conjure with the English language 
and spacious pleas are easily rolle 
from an oily tongue. So this silen 
witness may sometimes be used t 
cheat the state out of the state's de 
serts, and may compass the escape o 
a hardened and dangerous offender 
There are many examples of thi 
sort. There is another advantag 
right on the threshold of thetrial,an 
the fact is found in the number o 
peremptory challenges allowed th 
accuser in the selection of the jury, 
number in most of the states far in 
excess of the number allowed th 
government. So here we find anothe 
fact standing out in our system o 
criminal proccedure which militates 
against the state and tends to in 
crease the possibilities of escape s 
far as the criminal is concerned* 


"This opens up the possibilities 0 


packing the Jury, a thing -which to

tand, just as he pleases. He may 
e heard himself or by counsel, or he 


may balk the state by sitting in si* 
ence during the whole proceeding. 
nstances are not unknown to the 
awyers who have a criminal practice 
where this has offered an avenue of 
scape. We must allow for errors in 
he jury's finding1, errors that may be 
lonest or dishonest; we must allow 
or the errors that may slip innocent- 
y or corruptly into the charge of the 
aw by the trial judge; we must fig- 
ure, too, that the offender may escape 
tefore-the committing magistrate for 
>ne reason or another, or that the 
grand jury may fail to indict, or that 
witnesses may be corrupted, or -that 
he jailer or seme other 
officer

escape, 


And so we see one avenue after an* 
ither opening to the man who is ac- 
used of offending the laws of his 
joun-try. These facts present to my 
mind an interesting study, and while 


I do not advocate harshness in the 
matter of handling crime and crimin- 
als, there is a chance at least for 
some slight improvement in the sys-
